Final Decision Issued July 28, 2021
– Established 9-year program beginning January 1, 2022
– Program targets support deployment of at least 580 MW

• Supports State’s goal to reach 1,000 MW by the end of 2030 – PA 21-53

– Storage systems will be compensated through two mechanisms: 
1. An upfront incentive administered by the CGB; and 
2. Performance-based incentives administered by the EDCs

– Upfront incentive cap - $7,500 for residential; 50% installed cost C+I
– Program designed to deploy systems to maximize resilience benefits

• Systems deployed on grid-edge, at critical facilities, replacing old genset, and for 
small businesses receive additional revenue stream from capacity rights 

– Target to deploy 40% in LMI communities; LMI incentive adder
– New tariff effective January 1, 2022 for front-of-the-meter storage
– Cost-benefit positive; targeted marketing campaign authorized

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Statewide EV Charging Program

Connecticut Public Utilities Regulatory Authority

Final Decision Issued July 14, 2021
– Established 9-year program beginning January 1, 2022
– Program targets support 50% of the EVSE to meet the State goals

• CT’s ZEV MOU targets 125,000 – 150,000 EVs by 2025
• Governor’s Council on Climate Change analysis targets 500,000 EVs by 2030

– Electric Vehicle Supply Equipment (EVSE) Deployment Targets for:
• Residential Single-Family Level 2 Charging
• Residential Multi-Unit Dwelling (MUD) Level 2 Charging
• Direct Current Fast Charging (DCFC)
• Destination Level 2 Charging
• Workplace & Light-Duty Fleet Charging

– Make-Ready Ownership Model
– Managed Charging and Rate Design Components
– Low- to Moderate-Income (LMI) Customer Electrified Mobility Study
